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Tory immigration crackdown? 


A general election must 


be on the way! 


THE TORY GOVERNMENT is once again employing the strategy 
it has adopted in umpteen elections over the last nearly forty years. 
With an election not far over the horizon, and the polls showing a 
complete collapse in support, the Conservatives are going for yet 
another bogus immigration crackdown. 

In 1962 the Tory Government passed the Commonwealth Immigration 
Bill, which claimed to restrict immigration to those with jobs to come to, 
and a small additional quota. The flood inwards continued as it has done 


ever since, and despite umpteen more claims to be 'stopping immigration’, 


or the ever popular 'immigration reduced to a trickle’. 

New laws are meaningless without enforcement, and there is no intention 
to enforce immigration law - except for small scale publicity stunts. If 
immigration law is strictly enforced, as the Government claims, then how 
is it that there are something upwards of one million illegals in Britain? 
How is it that only a few thousand are repatriated each year? 

The latest scam is Home Secretary Michael Howard's 'tough curbs' on 
bogus asylum seekers, and fines for employers who take on illegal 
immigrants. Who does Mr. Howard think he is kidding? There are 
already laws against employing people without the proper social security 
and tax procedures. There have been roundups at places of work - even 
Government buildings. 

How many prosecutions have taken place? Have there been any? The 
Crown Prosecution Service regards it as 'not in public interest’ to take 
action concerning illegal immigrants. The Tories are simply once again 
‘playing the race card' - defined as pretending to stop immigration. 


@The quality of the Government's determination to 
crack-down on illegal immigrants may be judged 
from the case of illegal Steve Oboagye (pictured). 
Despite being subject to a deportation order, he is a 
fully paid-up member of Hornsey & Wood Green 
Conservatives! 7 

Oboagye, 64, has also taken thousands in state 
handouts. He came to Britain on a six wxzonth visitors 
visa in 1985. He then used false names to get jobs. 
He lives in Muswell Hill, and gets income support 
and housing benefit. The illegal immigrant has been 
praised by the Tories for his loyalty and hard work.

AN EAST END COUNCILLOR has resigned 
following the exposure of his wife as a prostitute. John 
Ryan, 46, saw his wife in the street touting for trade - 
after he had headed a drive against local prostitution. 

Ryan says he was forced to resign. His wife is said to 
have charged extra "because she was a councillor's wife." 
He was vice-chairman of the Arts, Sports, and Leisure 
Committee, one of whose initiatives was a campaign to 
clear prostitutes off the streets. | 

The former councillor for Limehouse was in the Ten 
Bells public house in Commercial Street when he saw his 
wife Gillian getting into a car with a stranger. He was 
taunted in the street about his wife's activities. 

Ryan says he was drunk when he signed the resignation 
papers, and that he was thrown out by New Labour. He 
says "New Labour are middle-class. They'll do nothing 
for people in Limehouse." 

The resignation illustrates the real position of 'New' 
Labour, and the quality of the active members they are 
able to get. Sad Ryan, however, deserves full credit for 
telling the truth about his party. Labour in the East End has 
little to do with local people. Immigrants are the block 
vote they want and are willing to pay for in the form of 
endless grants and privileges.

Bryans has failed to return to work, 
despite an agreement to do so. The

‘College, now believes he intends to 


resign and claim constructive dismissal 
on race grounds. 
If successful he would be in line for 


a £330,000 compensation package. 


While Bryans was on sick leave from 
his college, he taught part-time else- 
where, saying his doctor believed it 
would be therapeutic. 

The award to Bryans has caused 
widespread anger - not least because 
of the pitifully small payments to vic- 
tims of violence in Britain.

THE NATIONAL LOTTERY 
Charities Board, which dist- 
ributes 20% of the proceeds of the 
national lottery, has provoked 
national rage with its ‘politically 
correct’ handouts.

The Eritrean organisation, based 
in helps immigrants claim benefits, 
and obtain permanent entry to Brit- 
ain. Whenan application for money 
to establish a Falklands War Mu- 
seum was made recently, it was 
turned down. 

The committee in charge of dis- 


tributing the cash is the Charities 
Board, whose chairman is David 
Sieff. Mr. Sieff is a governor of the 
Weizman Institute of Science, and 
of the Shenkar College of Textile 
Technology - both in Israel. 

Mr. Sieff's father is Baron Sieff, 
who until recently was chairman of 
the Bank of Israel Financial Trust. 
During the 1980s.he received the 
Gold Medal for Humanitarianism 
from the notorious Jewish pressure 
group B'nai B'rith. 

David Mellor MP climbed on the 
media wagon with an attack on the 
Charities Board, calling ita "creaky 
old tub full of the usual political 
correctness suspects, who act likea 
progressive Labour council.” 

Another group which received a 
huge payout was the Strathclyde 
Poverty Alliance, which has been 
described as a left-wing political 
pressure group.

Government crime figures scam 


CRIMINOLOGISTS say that the 
Government's trumpeted fall in 
crime is a sham. What the Home 
Secretary, Michael Howard, has 
actually saidis that'recorded crime' 
has fallen. 


The actual number of crimes committed is 
far higher, and it only needs a small drop in the 
reporting of offences for an impression to be 
given which is quite contrary to the truth. 

The proportion of the population which 1s 
between 10 and 20 years-old - a peak age for 
some crimes - has also fallen, giving a mislead- 
ing impression of a falling willingness to break 


the law. 

Since 1992 falls in crime have been 
greatest in car offences, vandalism, 
robbery, and theft. They tend to be 
youth crimes, and there are now 17% 
less persons ın the relevant age group. 
Crime by the over-21s. hasnot dropped 
at all. 3 

An indication of the gap between 
what the police figures say, and the 
realities, 1s demonstrated by the the 
1992/93 results. Police figures showed 
a 5% increase in crime - but the British 
Crime Survey showed a massive 20% 
rise! The British Crime Survey figures 
are obtained by asking the public its 
experience of offences. 

Much crime 1s reported only for the 
purposes of an insurance claim. There 
is little expectation that anyone will be 
caught. The increasing costs of insur- 
ance alone has driven many people out 
of the market for cover inrecent years. 

Costs have rocketed in crime prone 
areas. Thus many crimes now go unre- 
ported in the very areas which suffer 
most from lawlessness.

Officers has urged caution in looking 
at Government claims. Pressure for 
results has led to ingenious ways in 
which the recording of crimes 1s 
avoided by the police. 

Parts of the inner cities are becom- 
ing increasingly dangerous from the 
use of guns and ‘gun culture’. In 
Coldharbour Lane, Brixton, recently a 
Muslim woman (pictured), who hap- 
pened to be standing at a bus stop, was 
hit in the face by’a stray bullet. 

A gunman pulled a handgun after a 
street row believed to be racial in na- 


ture. A bullet grazed the woman's face. _ 


A detective said "It's incredible. These 
people just don't care." 

Police said the gunman was black, 
aged 30, 5' 10" and stocky. 


Tories hitting 
cash buffers 


Branch donates £17 as top firms quit 


TWO MORE top firms have axed 
their contributions tothe Tory Party. 
The car parts giant Lucas, and the 
car distributor Inchcape have 
stopped their donations of £25,000 
and £40,000. Branch donations have 
also collapsed. Woodspring Tories 
in Avon were the worst in their area. 
They sent a magnificent £17 to 
Central Office! | 

The two companies have now joined 
a growing list of blue-chip firms to 
have abandoned the Conservatives. 
Others are on the way. Stock brokers 
Smith New Court are reviewing their 
£10,000. donation, and Rolls Royce 
and Trafalgar House are reviewing 
their position. 

Other Tory loyalists have said they 
will not increase their gifts in election 
year. Business is concerned at grow- 
ing Tory posturing about the EC. Al- 
ready this year Whitbread, Glaxo, 
Rank, and United Biscuits (£130,000) 
have quit. 

The Tories have at present an 
£11.4m. overdraft, and worse, busi- 
ness is beginning to look towards 
Labour. Penguin Books have given 
£25,000 already. Tate & Lyle have cut 
support to the Tories from £25,000 to 
£15,000, and also given money to 
Labour. 

The Tories have not been helped by 
the poor economy - some areas like 
construction are still in deep reces- 
sion. Big business wants the single 
market, within the EC. a 

Hundreds of constituency parties 
have failed to meet the 'target quotas' 
for contributions set by Conservative 
Central Office each year. Woodspring

said they need all the money they raise 
to run the local office - and pay an 
agent's salary. 

The top fund raiser in the Avon area 
was Bristol West which sent less than 
halftheir target figure of £3,400. Bristol 
South and East together raised only 
£300. 

The horror story for the Tories goes 
on and on in the Avon area, which is 
far from atypical. Kingswood raised 
£250 out of £3,500, similar to many 
others. 500 nationwide have failed to 
pay up the full quota, with a dozen 
giving nothing at all. 

From a big business viewpoint the 
Tories have outlived their usefulness. 
Big firms have no fixed loyalty to any 
country. The Tories have encouraged 
this situation, and are now hoisted on 
a petard at least partly of their own 
making. | 
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Swindled benefits - while 
working for DSS fraud team 


A LEADING MEMBER of the Tyneside Bangladeshi 
community has been caught swindling benefits - while 
working to expose DSS fraud. Shah Amin (pictured) was 
an interpreter on a DSS crack-down on Indian restaurant 
fraud. He also earnt up to £48 an hour translating suspect 
statements for police investigating a local murder. Mother- 
of-three Amina Khatun was horrifically stabbed to death 
in Washington, leading to a major murder investigation. 

Amin failed to declare his earnings when signing on for £180 
per week benefits. The father-of-six says he forgot. The 
revelations have sent shockwaves through the 2,000 strong 
Bangladeshi community on Tyneside. Amin is a former presi- 
dent of the South Tyneside Bangladeshi Assocation, and once 
tried to become a magistrate. 


MISLED 


The highly respected community leader admitted "This will 
bring shame on my family. I have worked hard for the 
Bangladeshi community". An investigation by a local newspa- 
per has found that 56-year-old Amin has also misled the DSS 
concerning his earnings from a restaurant he runs. 

A well known local restaurant boss, he went bankrupt in 1990 
with debts of £20,000. He now runs the Raj Dulal Balti House 
in Victoria Road West, Hebburn, but has put it in the name of 
his 20-year-old son Dulal. 

Amin told the DSS that he worked for two hours a day in the 
large restaurant for £35 a week. This allows him to claim £130 
a week in benefits for his wife and family, plus £50 a week for 
his mortgage. In reality he is the boss. 


BLITZ 


The dole crackdown on which Amin worked has saved a 
staggering £3 million already on South Tyneside. The inititative 
in South Shields and Jarrow was part of a nationwide blitz 
which has saved £92m.. 

Dole fraud is believed to cost Britain £1.4 billion-a-year - 
£140 for every family in the country - or enough to fund very 
substantial repatriation grants for hundreds of thousands of 
immigrants every year. On top of this figure enormous sums 
are paid quite legally to the endless flood of immigrants who 
have no means of support when they come here. 

As one angry taxpayer in London said as he sent off a cheque 
for £10,000 in income tax: "There goes a year's housing benefit 
for a Nigerian student."

ARMED POLICE have been put on 
alert to guard the Channel Tunnel 
against Islamic bombers from 
Algeria. The head of MIS, Stella 
Rimington, has warned of the risk 
from terrorist groups of which little 
is known in the UK. Protection for 
potential French targets in Britain 
has been stepped up- withvery overt 
policing outside the French Embassy 
in London's Knightsbridge.

BARCLAYS BANK in Bethnal 
Green has been forced 
permanent closure following a series 
of raids which have left staff in a 
state of terror. The branch is only 
200 yards from a police station, but 
suffered three armed robberies 
within seven days recently. 

The closure of the bank in Bethnal 
Green Road has left customers in a 
position of travelling to Barclay's 
branchin Commercial Road. They say 
that exposes them to a range of new 
threats. 

Barclays were clearly embarrassed 
by their failure to keep the Bethnal 
Green Road open, but say their prime 
concern is the safety of customers.

Police say they believe that a 
second unnamed suspect has gone 
into hiding in Pakistan. Mushtaq 
Khan, 25, has already been 
charged with murder. 

Detective Superintendent Jo- 
seph Salt, of Staffordshire Police, 
said during the inquest on Mr. 
Dooher's death that it was very 
unlikely that the hunted man 
would return to Britain.

and women ın it descended on the 
three OAPs. They assaulted Stan 
Gardner, and smirked as they broke 
the anglers’ rods. 

Cumbria Police say it is the first 
attack on anglers in their area. The 
three victims were left shaken. Mr. 
Irving, who survived six years of war 
as a gunnery officer, said that it was a 
terible thing to do. "Stan 1s 84 and 
could have had a heart attack being 
roughly handled like that" he said.

THE NEW Japanese owners of 
London's disused County Hall 
have removed a memorial to 
council workers who lost their 
lives during the Second World 
War. 

Despite the building being listed, 
the Shirayama Corporation has re- 
moved the granite memorial slab. 

The memorial has been the sub- 
ject of dispute since the Japanese 
bought the building in 1 992, ata cost 
of £60m., for conversion to a hotel.

of their daughter marrying a Muslim. 


NUNEATON 
VIOLENCE 


TWO nights of disturbances have 
hit Nuneaton, with 50 Asian youths 
stoning a bail hostel. The trouble 
began after a fight between an Asian 
teenager and a white youth. 

Warwickshire police brought in re- 
inforcements to deal with the trouble 
in the Edward Street area. 

One local woman discounted later 
claims ofa lowered temperature ın the 
area. "Tension is still high" she said. 


The Asians are demanding closure of 
the bail hostel and DSS bedsit. 


ASSAULT TRIAL 
CANCELLED 


AN ISLEWORTH Crown Court 
judge cancelled the trial of 14 Asians 
charged with assault - saying that 
media publicity had made it 
impossible to give a fair trial. 
Following disturbances near Brick 
lane in London in 1993, weeks of 
vicious media coverage effectively 
found charged BNP members guilty 
before trial - but it still went on. 


Oddly, black Labour councillor 
Mavis Lambie was one of those 
most eager to welcome Haringey 
Council's five-year bid "to have re- 
moved the public conception of 
Haringey as an ‘extreme’ council". 

Odd, because she was recently 
quoted making "extreme" comments 
at a public meeting.

WHEN childminder Olivia 
Laidler saw a council funded 
women's advice bus she hopped 
on - only to fall foul of the 'po- 
litical correctness' police. 

Olivia, 42, (pictured) got on the 
double-decker, funded by Labour 
controlled North Tyneside Coun- 
cil, to collect leaflets on child-care 
and female health. The bus had a 
window sticker saying all women 
were welcome. 

She was confronted by three 
staff - two of them white - who 
told her to gerroff.

Mrs. Laidler has made a formal 
complaint to the council. "It was 
their attitude that made me really 
angry" she says "They were so 
loony-left."

Gallery evacuated as 
‘sculpture' leaks poison 


LONDON'S Tate Gallery was evacuated recently after a 
poisonous subtance began to leak from a ‘sculpture’. 
Firemen were called in when attendants found iodine 
leaking from Hamad Butt's Substance Sublimation Unit. 
The work of art consists of a glass and metal ladder 
containing heated iodine crystals. | 

Other works by Mr. Butt, who died last year of AIDS, are 
also on display in the gallery. They contain poisonous 
bromine and chlorine. Health hazards have become a feature 
of many recent works of modern art. 

The Tate plans an international conference on works 
composed of food which is past its sell-by date. The late 
Andy Warhol made one of his most famous works out of tins 
of Campbell's Soup. The Campbell company has advised 
that the art work is probably 'reeking with botulism’, and 
should be ‘got rid of, put in the trash’. 

Lynda Zycherman, of the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York, says that the more she tried to explain to the company 
that the tins were art 'the stupider they thought I was'. 

A recent 'sculpture' consisted of a dead cow in a tank, with 
a device to simulate movement inside it as it rotted. Public 
health authorities said that it might explode or cause visitors 
to vomit. 

London is currently not only hosting Mr. Butt's sculptures, 
but also a new exhibition of works by the distinguished 
artists Gilbert & George. G & Gare a touch on the 'gay' side. 

The pictures, at the South London Gallery, consist essen- 
tially of portrayals of men defecating - but let a progressive 
magazine, 7ime Out, describe the show in its own inimitable 
manner: - 

‘What you get is serious body of work about prejudice, 
especially homophobia. In ‘Carrier’ the pair appear unclad 
against a backdrop of city gents. Our prejudices single them 
out as potential carriers of HIV. In 'B*m H***s' we are 


- invited to scrutinise the central target of homophobic abuse. 


Think ‘fudgepackers' 'chocolate dippers' etc. If this work 
incenses, it is because we are confronted with an image upon 
which to project our deepest fears’.

ISRAELI death squads could have 
been involved in the torture and 
murder in Kenya of British tour- 
ist JulieWard. Themurdered girl's 
father John Ward says that new 
evidence has appeared in the form 
of a statement by self-confessed 
death squad officer Valentine 
Kodipo. 

Kodipo is now in hiding, under 
UN protection.

Ward that he witnessed the killing 
in 1988 - and that at least one 
Mossad agent was present. The 
execution was carried out by atop 
policeman, Kodipo says. 

Julie Ward's father has, since 
the murder, dedicated himself to 
finding and bringing to justice 
those responsible for his 
daughter's death.

NO JEWISH WAR 
CRIME PROSECUTIONS 


REVELATIONS that Israeli sol- 
diers murdered Egyptian POWs. 


` in two wars have stirred Israeli 


consciences - but prosecutions are 
unlikely. 

The disclosure that Israeli offic- 
ers mass-murdered Egyptian cap- 
tives, during the 1956 war in the 
Sinai, has generated similar allega- 
tions about the 1967 war. Israelis 


take pride in the supposed morality 


of their army. 

A storm began after the govern- 
ment released a document showing 
that retired General Arieh Biro, to- 
gether with a lieutenant, ordered 49 
Egyptians to lie on the ground and 
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then raked them with a machine gun. 

Biro says that if he is "thrown to the 
wolves" he will implicate many impor- 
tant people. Army cooks are said to 
have murdered POWs with knives in 
1967, and 300-400 more were mowed 
down while fleeing - many after hav- 
ing surrendered. 

The’ Israeli Government says that 
the events are too long ago to merit 


prosecutions. Curiously, claimed war - 


crimes against Jews during WWII are 
not too long ago to merit action. Fol- 
lowing Jewish pressure, John 
Serafinowicz, who is 84, was charged, 
in Britain, with war crimes in Ryssia, 
and awaits trial.

THREE ARRESTS FOR 
FAKING 'HATE CRIMES' 


THREE PEOPLE have been ar- 
rested in Reedsport, Oregon, and 
charged with painting swastikas on 
their apartment building, and then 
setting it on fire. The three arrested 
persons were Jewish Dan Daven- 
port, and Lee and Sherry Armstrong, 
who were converting to Judaism. 
All three were said to have fraudu- 
lently claimed to be victims of 'anti- 
semitic’ hate crimes, 1n order to collect 
insurance money. They were charged 
with arson, fraud, and conspiracy. 
The FBI had begun a civil rights 
investigation last year after swastikas 
were painted, and ‘anti-semitic’ slurs 
were scratched on Davenport's car. 
He also claimed that during Passover 
in 1994 he received ‘antisemitic’ tele- 
phone calls, and a note was delivered 
saying the three were being watched. 


Shortly afterwards the building 
was set on fire, causing $50,000 of 
damage, which was covered by in- 
surance. The local Reedsport City 
Council then appointed a civil rights 
task force. 


@In New York not long ago a Jew- 
ish woman claimed her flat was 
being smeared with swastikas. A 
police video camera revealed she 
was painting the signs herself. 
There have also been two well- 
publicised incidents in Germany in 
which claims were made that 


_ Skinheads had carved swastikas on 


the faces of disabled people. In both 
cases police investigations revealed 
that the complainants had done it 
themselves - with little publicity for 
this subsequent discovery. 


‘HOOLIGAN HOLIDAYS' - 
FRENCH RESORT FURY 


ANGRY MAYORS, from French 
seaside resorts, have converged on 
Paris to complain at the havoc when 
thousands of teenagers descended 
on their towns, on Goverament 
funded holidays. 

At Cap d'Agde on the Mediterra- 
nean 800 shopkeepers had marched to 
the Town Hall shouting "No more holi- 
days for hooligans." Youths had 
robbed supermarkets at knife-point, 
stolen cars and bicycles, and harassed 
female tourists. Some wanted to buy 
guns from the local hunting shop. 

The proprietor, Pierre Llado, who 
voted for the FN recently - as did 20% 
of the town - said that most of the 


teenagers were North African, and 
it was enough to make anyone a 
racist. 

The French Government spent 
£8m. sending 600,000 teenagers to 
the towns. Funds were given to 
youth groups who then booked holi- 
day flats. Ironically the scheme was 
called 'Operation Prevention Ete’, 
and was intended to prevent the 
traditional summer riots in the in- 
ner cities. 

"These kids didn't have any 
money" complained a local. "They 
saw shops full of things, beautiful 
restaurants, and they went mad" said 
another.

Southampton University blocks visit - but 
welcome at US London campus 


| AN INVITATION for the BNP to 


speak at Southampton University's 
Debating Union was blocked by the 
University authorities - to the evi- 
dent dissatisaction of the president 
of the union, who is Asian. 

BNP National Press Officer Michael 
Newland was booked to speak during 
October, but a few days before date 
agreed the university invoked what 
were described as 'rarely used powers' 
to bar the party. British Universities 
are, in fact, under a legal obligation to 
uphold freedom of speech. The cus- 
tomary excuses were used. (local Daily 
Echo press coverage below) 

Itisasad comment on the state of the 


country that it requires an Asian to 
attempt to uphold open debate on vital 
national matters, and full credit ex- 
tends to him. 

Also in October, an invitation for 
Mr. Newland to speak at the London 
campus of the US Grinnell College 
went without a hitch - and is thought to 
have been the first time in decades that 
a spokesman for the 'right' has spoken 
at any university in the UK. 

Mr. Newland spoke to about 25 stu- 
dents takinga course on multiracialism. 
Questioning was brisk, but good 
humoured. The invitation came froma 
black academic, Dr. Kesho Scott, to 
whom the BNP extends its thanks.

In reporting on the Daily Express 
'racism' opinion poll (September BN) 
I think you missed one very important 
snippet of the report. 

Although the Express polt found 
that two thirds of Britons admit they 
are racist the Express goes further 
than that. I quote: '..there is also a 
widespread feeling that distrust and 
prejudice is on the increase’. 

That is proven most dramatically 
with the answers to one of the ques- 
tions asked, which suggested that 
nearly 90% are ‘prejudiced’ to some 
extent. 

The Express asked: "Thinking about 
the people you know, irrespective of 
what they say in public, do you think 
they are on the whole’ 


Very prejudiced (13%) 
Quite prejudiced (32%) 

A little preyudiced (44%) 
Not at all prejudiced (11%) 


Some items in the poll ostensibly 
contradicted others. While the above 
suggested that 89% are 'racially preju- 
diced' to some extent, this hardly makes 
sense against the result which found 
that '6 in 10 citizens would marry 
someone from another racial group, or 
let their son or daughter do so’. 

It must be remembered that this 6 in 
10 proportion does not apply exclu- 
sively to whites’ preferences, but to an 
average cross section, including 
blacks, but even allowing for this fact, 
one is inclined to suspect that this 
result was falsified as a sop to the PC 
brigade.
